Romans, it is well known, were for a conſiderable Time regulated by the Law 
of © the Twelve Tables,” which were continually receiving either Explanation 
or Addition, Recourſe was alſo had to the Interpretations of the Learned, which 
were equally. and univerſally adopted. To-which might be added the Forms of 
Actions; the one publiſhed by Flavius the Scribe, called the Flavian Lato; the 
other by Sextus Alius, which, by way of Compliment, was termed Jus Alianun. 
With theſe may be mentioned the Pretorian Edicts. Such were the component 
Parts of the Roman Law, during the Exiſtence of the Commonwealth; but,

This Work he aſſigned to Tribonian, a Lawyer 


of diſtinguiſhed Ability. T7ibonian took to his Aſſiſtance fixteen other Juriſts 


and, though ten Years were allotted for the ſalutary Purpoſe, it was completed 


in leſs than three.
